NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 12tli January, 1995 

G.S.R. 23(E),—Whereas a draft of certain 
rules further to amend the Tea Board (Recruit¬ 
ment and Conditions of Service of Directors of 
Tea Promotion Appointed by Government) Rules, 
l98ti was published as required by sub-section 
( I) of s.'ction 49 of the Tea Act, 1953 (29 of 
1953). in the Gazette of India Extraordinary, 
Part II, Section 3, Sub-scction (i) dated the 28th 
June. 1994, with notification of the Government 
of India, in the Ministry of Commerce No. GS.R. 
544(E) dated 28th June, 1994, inviting objec¬ 
tions or suggestions from all persons likely to be 
affected thereby, within a period of forty-five days 
from the dal ;i on which the Otlicial Gazette in 
which the said notification was published were 
made available to the public; 

And whereas the said Gazette was made avail¬ 
able to the public on the 5th September, 19494; 

And whereas no objections or suggestions were 
received from the public by the Central Govern¬ 
ment; 

Now. therefore, in exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by sub-section (1), read with clause (d) 
o4 sub-section (2) of section 49. of the said Act, 
the Central Government hereby makes the follow¬ 
ing rules, .namely 

1. (1) These rules may be called Tea Board 

(Recruitment and Conditions of Service 
of Directors of Tea Promotion Ap¬ 
pointed by Government) Amendment 
ment Rules, 1995. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date 
of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. In the Tea Board (Recruitment and Condi¬ 
tions of Service of Directors of Tea Promotion 
appointed by Government) Rules, 1988 (herein¬ 
after referred to as the principal rules), in rule 
9 — 

(i) in clause (a), the proviso shall be 
omitted; 

(ii) in clause, (b), the proviso shall be 
omitted; 

3. In rule 11 of the principal rules, for the 
existing proviso the following shall be substituted, 
namely :— 

“Provided that the appointed authority may, 
for reasons to be recorded in writing, 
extend the period of probation for 
not more than two years and in such 
case of extension of period of proba¬ 
tion the concerned officer is to be 
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informed of such extension within a 
period of three months from the date 
on which a decision to extend the 
period of probation is taken.” 

4. In rule 12 of the principal rules, for sub¬ 
rule (i), the following shall be substituted 
namely :— 

"(i) The appointing authority, after having 
consulted the senior level committee, 
may terminated the services of any 
officer appointed to a post by direct re¬ 
cruitment or revert without assigning 
any reason any officer appointed to a 
post by promotion to the post held by him 
before such promotion during or at the 
end of the period of probation or the 
extended period of probation, if his 
work or conduct to that post is found 
to be unsatisfactory. 

Explanation.—For the purpose of this sub¬ 
rule the expression "senior level com¬ 
mittee” shall mean committee consisting 


of persons, mentioned in column (13) 
against post No. 1 of the Schedule.” 

5. Jn the Schedule to the principal rules, against 
serial No. 1, in column (8) for item (ii) the fol¬ 
lowing shall be substituted namely ;— 

“(ii) At least JO years experience at Exe¬ 
cutive level in a publicity or advertis¬ 
ing organisation or 10 years experi¬ 
ence at Executive level in export and 
sales promotion. Must be cabablc of 
undertaking market research and sur¬ 
veys and thoroughly acquainted with 
the method of utilisation of different 
media for publicity.”

Foot Note : The Principal rules were published in 
the Gazette of India Extraordinary Part 
II, Section 3, sub-section (i) dated 16th 
March, 1988 vide GSR 349(E) and 
amended subsequently vide GSR 915(E) 
dated 24th October, 1989. 
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
